2. The quantity of salt of every. description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 25,89,478 maunds, as compared with 26,15,493 maunds in the 
previous quarter and 25,52,009 maunds in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year; and the nett amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 60,39,424, 
as against Rs. 60,96,387 in the previous quarter and Rs, 59,82,021 in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year.

The total sales of locally-made salt during the quarter amounted to 
19,985 maunds, as compared with 14,868 maunds in the previous quarter and 
14,048 maunds in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Duty 
was paid on the full quantity sold. Owing to the reduction of the price of this 
salt, from two and one annas a maund to an all-round rate of half-an-anna a maund, 
sanctioned in Government Order No, 2008T,—F., dated the 13th November 
1900, the sales are increasing, >

Stocks were more depleted at the end of this quarter than they have been 
for some time past. The depletion is most noticeable in the case of the Sulkea 
and Kiddorpore golas. The inland bonded warchouses, on the whole, show an 
increased stock in hand.

"that the bulk of the increase was based on the rise in prices, though the full 
amount legally allowable under this ground for enhancement was not taken. 

In the case of taluks the rental has been increased by Rs, 32,347, almost 
the whole of which has fallen on the holders of the ordinary taluks, whose rental 
has been increased from Rs, 41,323 to Rs, 69,886, ie., by a 28,563, or by 69°1 
percent. It was found during the settlement operations that the holders of 
these taluks were paying on an average 25 per cont. of the assets as rent. In the 
kabuliyats given by them occurred the words “das hissa,” and much litigation 
took place as to the meaning that should be attached to theso words. On 
behalf of the Raj it was contended that the phrase meant that the talukdars 
were entitled to the collection expenses plus 10 per cent. of the profits and the 
Raj to the rest. The talukdars contended thut the phrase meant their right to 
have }$ths, or 62 per cent. of the profits, There can be little doubt that in 
theory the Raj was in the right, and this wes the view taken not only by the 
Settlement Officer, but by the Civil Court in a case brought before it.” At the 
same timo the theory had never been brought into practice. From the first, 
the share of the profits enjoyed by the talukdar was in all cases very much 
larger, and the Settlement Officer made an adjustment, which seems to have 
been very fair to all parties, when he decided upon taking 50 per cent. of the 
assets as a general standard for the settlement of the talukdar’s rents. The 
same standard was independently taken by the Civil Court, when a case came 
before it for distribution between the Raj and its talukdar of compensation for 
the acquisition of railway land. 

But the rise was severe, 69 per cent. on the former rent; and as the report 
was silent on the matter, the Lieutenant-Governor considered it necessary to 
enquire whether any measures had been taken to mitigate the suddenness of 
the enhancement. He is plensed to find that this has been done. “Ihe cases 
of enhancement numbered 1,212.

 & progressive enhancement, spread over two to five years; in 19 cases the 
ncemont was postponed from two to three years; and in 49 cases, whore the 
rise was exceptionally large, it was spread over three to nine years, partly by 
entire postponoment, partly by a graduated introduction of the enliancement.

Cumming, who has throughout earned the warmest praise from his superior 
officers, and has completed a successful survey in the face of great difficulties, 
His final report is a complete account of the agrarian and social state of a 
most interesting part of the province, The Lieutenant-Governor records 
with pleasure his appreciation of the excellent work. done by Mr Cumming.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS: 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1901. 

As in January, the rainfall distribution during February differed considerably from the 
normal. Compared with the normal, the falls were much heavier in tho western districts, 
moro especially the south-west, than in Hast and North Bengal. Alon; with this compara- 
tively heavy rainfall, temperature was below the normal in Orissa and hota Nagpur, while 
towards the north-east, where rainfall was deficient, high temperatures for the season were, 
recorded. In Kast Bengal mean exoess was 2'6°, in North Bengal 3°, and in Assam 2'2°, 

‘Tho weather conditions during the early part of the month in Bengal were, similar in 
character to what prevailed over Northern India, and were probably connected with changes 
ocourring over a wide area, ‘The most noticeable feature was the low pressure in the nurth- 
west and exoptionully high temperature, which was slowly transferred eastward, and was 
most marked in Bengal in the early part of the second week. This wave of high tempera- 
ture was, as usual, followed by one of low temperature, which, in the absence of other 
influences, would probably have affected the Province in the third week. Buta rice of 
pressure, which began about the 12th in Assam and the eastern districts, oaused the formation 
‘of a small depression over the western districts, This depression had an important influence 
on weather over the greater part of the Province; and as it moved southward over the Bay 

ve general, and in some oases heavy, rainfall at most of the coast stations, as well as in 

Route Weat Bengal, Orissa and Chota Nagpur. 

The greater part of the rain which fell during the month occurred along with this 
disturbance, and the extent to which weather was affected by it in the west as compared 
with the east of the Province is shown by the average falls for the various divisions. ota 
Nagpur received on an average 2°69, Orissa 2°49 and South-West Bengal 1°71 inches, 
while in Bihar and East and North Bengal the total fall was ‘7 and ‘5 inch, respectively. 

Other periods of showery weather o¢ourred, but the falls were both lighter and less 
general than during the above disturbance. Fairly general showers fell in Bihar between 
the 6th and 8th, aud again about the end of the 3rd and beginning of the fourth week. On 
the lattor occasion these scattered showers extended to South-West Bengal, and a few fell in 
Orissa. In Chota Nagpur showery weather was more or less general from the 8th to the 
28rd, as that division was more directly under the influence of the throe disturbances than 
any other part of the Province, 

‘The rise of pressure which began about the middle of the month and forced the area of 
‘low pressure southwards over the Bay continued until a rather large excess had accumulated. 

Along with this excess there was a steep gradient over the Province and the Bay, from north 
to south, of the cold season type accompanied by northerly winds and low temperature. 
‘This arrangement of pressure and winds is usually followed Sy flue settled weather, and subh 
weather prevailed throughout the latter half in the east of the Province. In the western dis- 
triots there was a short interruption when the light scattered rain fell between the 21st.and 23rd. 

At the beginning of the month pressure was highest in Bihar and lowest in the south- 
east of the Bay with a gradient somewhat steeper than is usual-at that time of the year. 
The variation from the normal was small at all stations, ranging from exoess of ‘04 inch in 
Chota Nagpur to defect of ‘04 inch in the south of Burma Temperature was then high 
jn the north and west of the Province, probably owing to the same causes as at that time 

ve rise to the exceptionally high temperature prevailing in Western India. Pressure 
jegan to fall on the 2nd, and a moderate to brisk fall continued till the 4th, when 

considerable differences were shown in the western districts, with a shallow depression over 
Bihar. Winds remained westerly and temperature steadily increased, excess being in places 
as much as 8° to 10°, but the general weathor was little affected. On the 6th a. rapid rise of 
pressure occurred in the east, and the shallow depression over Bihar which had been filling 
up on the 5th became better defined, and caused fairly general rainfall, chiefly in the 
extreme west. This unsettled weather continued in tho western districts till the 8th, and the 
depression then moved eastward towards Assam, without, however, giving any rainfall in the 
east of the Province. he high temperature continued in all districts, and the eastward 
movement of the wave of ip temperature having continued, the greatest excess on the 
8th was 12° in North Bengal. From there it diminished southward and westward, but was 
sari oer’ except in the south Orissa. 

m the winds were westerly at all inland stations, but they had beoomo south- 
westerly on the Orissa ooast ; and after irregular changes of prossure on the 10th a shallow 
depression, with a cyclonic circulation, formed over the south-west of the Province. The 
depression developed on the 11th, and light rain was fairly general in South-West Bi and 


» Chota Nagpur; but it was after pressure had begun to rise in the east that fhe general heavy 


rain commenced. The rise of pressure was moderate on the 12th and 1th, and on the latter 
date the area of lowest pressure was in the south-west of the Bay, and heavy rain was 
falling on the west coast from Island southwards as far as Masuli . Light 
variable winds prevailed in the west of the Province and showers continued fairly general. 

On the 14th the most noticeable feature was the heavy rainfall in Burma, due probably 
to the movement in that direction of a part of the i Pressure was still lowest in 
Madras. Scattered rainfall was falling at both east west coast stations, but on the 15th 
a rapid recovery of pressure in the north caused a steeper gradient over the Province and the 
Bay with a more regular northerly winds, and weather became more settled, 

During the cloudy rainy weather which had been caused by the disturbance, day 
temperature had fallen and the high means were no longer general. As pressure increased 
and northerly winds set in, the temperature fell at night, and comparatively cool weather 
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proyailed for some days in the western districts, There still remained some exoess in the 
‘east, oe sang the third week the excess beoame more general and increased in places to 
as much as 6°. 

Owing to the irregular changes of pressure on the 20th and 2Ist weather again became 
slightly disturbed in the west of the Province with light scattered rainfall. The recovery 
began in the east on the 22nd, and a brisk to rapid rise of pressure was general over the 
Province on the 28rd, after which there was again a steep pressure gradient with northerly 
and north-westerly winds over both the land and sea area. When these northerly winds 
became established, the wave of low temperature, which had been stationary over Western 
India for some time previous, moved rapidly eastward, aud was over Bengal during the latter 
days of the month. On the 25th defect varied from 12° in Chota Nagpur to 8° in the 
extreme east of the Provinieo, and on the 28th from 8° in Lower Bengal to 8° in the 
northern districts, During these closing days fine cloudless weather with north-westerly 
winds prevailed over the whole area. 

Pressure was more unsteady than usual, the oscillations even during settled weather 
being considerable in amouut. In the early part of the month it was slightly below the 
normal, and relatively high over the Bay—an arrangement which probably gave rise to the 
southerly winds and high temperature which were noticeablo features at that time. After 
the disturbance about the middle of the month it rose and remained high over the Province, 
at times by large amounts. As the defect in the early days was small and the excess in the 
latter half was occasionally large, the mean pe for the month was above the normal in 
all districts by amounts varyiug from ‘04 inch in the north and west to °02 inch in the 
south-east. 

Temperature was high in the east of the Province during a great part of the month, 
and the low temperature,’ which became established in the western districts after the dis- 
turbance at the end of the second week, did not extend eastward till the dry north-westerly 
winds became general over tiie whole area about the 23rd. Previous to that disturbance 
high temporature prevailed, and at times excess was large as stated above. ‘The mean 
variation from the normal in maximum temperature for the month ranged from exoess 
of 4° in the south of Assam to defect of 5° at Hazaribagh and Gaya, but mean minimum 
temperature was above the normal at all stations, except a few in the extreme south, This 
exvoss was greatest in the central districts, and at come stations was as much as 6°. 

On an average for the divisions excess was 3° in North Bengal, 2°6 in East Bengal, 
2°2in Assam and 1° in Bihar and South-West Benzal. In Orissa and Chota Nagpur there 
was a small defect, the excess in night temperature counterbalancing to a large extent the 
defect in the day temperature. 

Rainfall—Threo periods of showery weather occurred, the most important of which was 
the one about the middle of the month, when heavy rain fell over the south-west of the 
Province and extended southwards to both the east and west coasts of the Bay. In all three 
cases the falls were more general and heavy in the west than in the eastern distriots, both 
East and North Bengal receiving considerably loss than the norma! amount for the month. 

Chota Nagpur received on an average 2'7 inches, Orissa 2°5 und South-West Bengal 1-7, 
while in Kast and North Bongal and Bihar the average fall was considerably under 1 inch. 
The excess in Chota Nagpur aud Ouissa was 1-87 and 1°66 inches, respectively, in South-West 
B +61 inch and in Bibar “15 inch. In North Bengal there was defect of *22 inch and
